has been receiv ed by the Nicholas- 
Beazley Airplane 
Company 
here 
from the United States Gov ernment, 
Department of War. 
Forms 
and 
jig s hav e abou t been completed and 
the company plans starting deliv ery 
in tw'o weeks. 
So far as is known here, this is 
the first time that a g ov ernment 
contract for army specification ski 
equ ipment for fig hting planes has 
been let to any one ou tside of the 
larg er airplane manu factu rers with 
ex tensiv e dev elopment laboratories. 
The skiis manu factu red here will 
be u sed in Arctic maneu v ers, in 
which pilots are trained to fly u n­ 
der the most sev ere w eather condi­ 
tions. 
The skiis tak e the place of 
wheels on the ordinary plane. They 
are similar to those u sed by resi­ 
dents and v isitors of the far north, 
ex cept that they are mu ch wider 
to bear u p the weig ht of the ship 
on soft snow and are so desig ned 
to offer the lease possible resistance 
in the air, at the same time being 
strong and tou g h enou g h to with­ 
stand the tremendou s friction cau s­ 
ed by the take-off and landing of 
the tw’o to three ton fig hting craft. 
The ru nners are of seasoned and 
formed ash, cov ered with du ralu min 
to

w ear

y ears. He wou ld ex pend abou t 4 or 
million dollars y early , increase 
the appropriations to the Univ ersity 
of Missou ri abou t a million dollars 
and work g radu ally toward improv e­ 
ment of ru ral edu cational opportu n­ 
ities.

Both of them are paid, Miss Waddell 
by the city from which she gets most of 
her relief monej’, and Mrs. Connor by the 
county \vhich supplies her with funds for 
her work. 
Both of these women are at 
all times in a receptive mood so that any 
aid y ou feel like extending unfortunates 
and desire these ladies to apply it for 
y ou, rest assured y our giving wdll be most 
w’orthily distributed.

It seems to us there is one way at least 
that this duplication or imposition can be 
overcome and that is for the heads of 
these various organizations including the 
city and county to form an organization 
which shall have for its object the best 
manner of distributing the generous gifts 
of the citizens and tax pay ers of this com­ 
munity .

According to the American Automobile 
Association about 8 ,000,000 of the 28 ,- 
000,000 
automobiles 
registered 
in the 
United States have a 
rated value of less 
than $25 apiece. 
‘'Millions of these de­ 
crepit cars are fit for the junk y ards,” 
say s the triple A president. 
“ The survey 
has 
a 
two-fold 
significance. 
First, it 
shows the enormous amount of replace­ 
ment now long overdue in the motor ve­ 
hicle equipment of the nation and the im­ 
portance of this factor in the appraisal of 
our economic fortunes in the months im­ 
mediately ahead. 
“ Second, and perhaps more impoitant, 
the presence on our highway s of so many 
wornout vehicles during 19 30 may well 
be reflected in the y ear’s toil of accidents • 
and fatalities, when the final count is 
made. 
The condition is one which places 
a maximum premium on careful driving 
and on a high standard of maintenance.” 
There is no discounting the menace of 
the unsafe cars on streets and highway s— 
cai*s with feeble brakes, with feeble steer­ 
ing gear, with tires on the verge of blow­ 
outs, with sagging springs. 
Many of the 
old cars are not what they ought to be. 
There are other old cars, however, which 
are in good mechanical condition. Their 
owners see that brakes, steering gear and 
other vital features are kept in order. 
A 
fev/ drivers are proud of the age of their 
cars because of their efficient condition. 
Unsafe cars should not be permitted 
on streets and highway s. 
There are way s 
for the authorities 
to 
determine when 
brakes and steering gear are in danger­ 
ous order. 
Age alone is no proof that a 
car, or a truck, is unsafe. 
If the aging 
car, or truck, has been given the replace­ 
ments it needed from time to time, under 
competent supervision, it should be safe 
enough. 
Brand new 
cars 
have been 
known to break down.

The records for a member of the 
Pettis County Cow Testing Asso­ 
ciation show what can be done by 
better feeding and culling of the 
cows tow’ard reducing the cost of 
producing butterfat. 
In Nov ember 
of 19 29 , this herd of 14 cows was 
producing 
215 
pounds 
each, 
and 
11.8 pounds of butterfat. 
In No­ 
v ember, 19 30, this production had 
increased to 348 pounds per cow% 
and 18 .3 pounds of butterfat. This

increase is not bey ond the reach 
of many dairy men, but it decreas­ 
ed the cost per pound of butterfat 
from 29 c to 23 c. 
It probably will 
be a long time before we see but­ 
terfat sell for 7 9 c a pound, and if 
it costs a dairy man 23c to produce 
butterfat, he does not hav e much 
left for his labor at the present 
price. 
Let us cull our cows more 
closely and with the help of good 
bulls, produce better heifers to take 
their place.

The Holstein herd of S cows, be­ 
longing to Mr. O. H. Pinkepank of 
Sweet 
Springs, lead 
the 
Pettis 
County Testing Association for No­ 
v ember with 1.06 3 pounds of milk 
and 38 .7 pounds butterfat per cow\ 
This w^as a high herd in both fat 
and milk production. The indiv idual 
honors did not all go to Mr. Pinke­ 
pank, how’ev er, as Mr. J . A. De- 
J arnette 
had

made 5 9 .1 pounds fat to lead the 
association. 
Mr. Ralph Dow had 
the highest cow in milk production 
with 1,8 45 pounds. There w^ere 29 
other cows in the association, mak­ 
ing ov er 40 pounds of butterfat and 
20 cows ov er 1,000 pounds of milk. 
The av erage of 369 cows in the as­ 
sociation was 45 3 pounds of milk.

Improv e­ 
ments made by the association mem­ 
bers during the month were the sel­ 
ling of six unprofitable cows by 
three different members, one mem­ 
ber installed a tank heater and 14 
members had their separator check 
ed to show the loss of butterfat. 
We find that is costing the dairy ­ 
men slightly more to take care of 
their hrrds and the feed cost per 
pound of buttefat has risen from 
27 c to 29 c in October to Nov ember. 
At the present market price, the 
dairy men hav e nothing left for their 
labor after pay ing the 
feed 
bill. 
This Indicates that more poor cows 
should be sold and other cows push­ 
ed for production in order to secure 
the butterfat as cheaply as
